Establishment of Commission

NATIONAL WELFARE GRANTS RULES 


a he These Rules may be cited as "The National Welfare 
Grants Rules". 


De In these Rules: 


(a) "Minister" means the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare. 


(b) "Estimates" means the estimates of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. 


(c) "Welfare Agency" means a provincial welfare department, 
a municipal welfare department, voluntary welfare service, 
welfare council or commission, probation or correction 
service, welfare treatment institution, a Canadian school 
of social work, or other Canadian institution for professional 
education in social work, and such other organizations 
engaged in activities related to welfare and related services 
as the Minister may designate, and for purposes of research 
activities, a university, research institution, or other 
organization approved by the Minister. 


(d) "National Welfare Grants'' means contributions under terms 
and conditions approved by the Governor-in-Council to 
provinces, welfare agencies including schools of social 
work, and to individuals, to support activities of national 
importance for the improvement of welfare services. 


Ee National Welfare Grants are available to assist welfare 
agencies as defined in these Rules in improving social welfare services 
through demonstration and other projects related to the organization, 
direction and delivery of social welfare and related services and to the 
services themselves; through projects designed to develop and extend 
consultation and coordination services; through projects seeking to deal 
with emerging social problems and the solutions to them; through projects

environment by formulating and developing comprehensive 
policies in respect of ‘those federal activities; 

AND WHEREAS it appears to the Governor in Council 
that the requirements for formulating and developing 
such policies warrant the establishment of a special 
portion of the public service presided over by a minister 
charged with that responsibility. 

NOW THEREFORE His Excellency, the Governor General 
in Council, on the recommendation of the Prime Minister,
